Incumbents Decline; Races Open Up 


The complexion of both the 
Placentia Unified School District 
board of trustees and the Placentia 
Library District board was undeter- 
mined this week as it appeared 
positive that seats will be open in 
both governing groups.. 

John Press, president of the 
PUSD trustees Monday night made 
a formal statement that he will not 
seek reelection to the board on which 
he has served four years. 

Both Mrs. Irene Czaplinski and 
Alfred Aguirre, veterans of the 
Library District made formal 


statements at the library's Wednes- 
day night meeting that their services 
will not be further available when 
their terms expire. 

Mrs. Czaplinski, who has served 
on the library board for 14 years told 
board members...‘‘I’m not going to 
run...I’ve seen a great many 
changes in 14 years. However, that 
doesn’t mean that I’m not going to 
be interested!”’ 

Mrs. Czaplinski said that she 
wished to have more time for other 
civic interests ‘‘and I think it’s time 
to let somebody else carry the ball.”’ 


Aguizre, who has served on both 
sides of the Civic Center Mall, .a 
former mayor pro tem of the city, 
said he would not seek reelection. 
“It’s time somebody energetic, 
young came here,’’ he explained. 
“I’ve served the community for 25 
years. I want to do some 
traveling...go back to night school.” 

Aguirre has served on the board 
for six years. Other board members 
are president Victor Michel, clerk 
Kathryn McKnight and the newest 
memiber John Koval. 

Monday night’s statement: by 


PUSD incumbent,John Press leaves 
a decision on only one contended 
seat on the two boards, PUSD vice 
president John Balducci has taken 
out papers to be filed but has not 
decided as to whether jhe wil! run. 

“I’m waiting to see who wise 
might,’’ he indicated. There had 
been some conjecture that Balducci 
might decline because of heavy work 
duties. 

With more than two weeks still 
remaining for filing for either board, 
only one. individual has indicated 
that he will prositively run. 


Placentia resident James EIl- 
strom, 23, a law and political science 
student at Fullerton College 
indicated that he will be making a 
strong race.

Is there really, truly, a Santa 
Claus? 

Ask the David Rodriguez family of 
Placentia. 

Their Christmas story began some 
time ago with an unforewarned 
series of events. 

David Rodriguez,a divorcee, lives 
with his three teenage children in a 
one-bedroom apartment in Placen- 
tia. The family of four manages on a 
monthly income of $540 a month 
from Rodriguez's Placentia job 
where he has been employed for ten 
years. The job has made it possible 
for the family to survive. 

Then disaster struck. 

Ronald Rodriguez, 14, was riding 
as a passenger on his cousin’s 
motorcycle, going south on Placen- 
tia Avenue, when a pickup truck 
making a left turn, collided with the 
motorcycle. 

Bruno Romero Jr., driving the 
motorcycle was burned to death at 
the scene as the machine became a 
flaming torch. 

The first thing that saved Ron 
Rodriguez’ life was that the impact 
catapulted him an estimated 30-feet 
through the air. 

A bystander at the scene grabbed 
a fire extinguisher and smothered 
the flames engulfing Rodriguez’s 
body. That was the first act of mefcy. 

Since then Ron Rodriguez has 
been in the burn unit of the 
University of California at Irvine 
Medical Facility in Orange. Doctors 
estimated after the accident that he 
had a S0-S0 chance of survival.

With Dad holding onto 
Ron’s hand at the hospital as he 
fought for his life, the family’s 
income was stopped . ether 
when. ~met work. On 
the family income there had been no 
way to backlog for emergencies. 

And no income means you can’t 
pay your rent, you can’t buy food for 
a teenager who must have food to 
have strength to survive. It means 
there is no gasoline for the family 


1954 pickup truck which makes the 
trip from Placentia to Orange and 
back again to keep Ron fighting and 
to see after David, Jr., 17 and 
Karen, 13. 

Doctors permitted Ron to come 
home between his first treatment 
and the extensive skin grafts he 
must have. But daily medical 
treatment is essential. That means a 


daily trip to the UCI facility in~ 


Orange. Someone must stay with 
Ron at home to see that he has the 
attention he needs. 

The family, determined to see it 
through alone, has made _ no 
requests of anyone.

City Adds Chapter To History 


‘‘The remarkable thing about our 
government is the fact that it 
works,’’ Leonard Rodgers, vice 
president of the Century Federal 
Savings and Loan and director of the 
board of the Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce told a capacity crowd at 
the city’s special city council session 
Tuesday. 

The meeting, a memorial to the 
city’s first council meeting held 
exactly 50 years ‘ago, convened in 
the city’s Civic Center Council 


Chambers. 

Rodgers, serving as master of 
ceremonies for the event, extolled 
the virtues of Placentia government 
and of the democracy that is the 
United States of America. 

“I have traveled the world over 
and I have seen other governments. 
I have seen their standard of living 
and have watched the military forces 
sweep down without one moment of 
prior notice, confiscate and 
destroy the dignity man,”’ 


Rodgers continued. 

“I can say sincerely that never in 
all my travels have I found a city 
more beautiful than the city of 
Placentia,’’ the banker concluded. 

Ceremony dominated the council 
meeting. which had only a brief 
business agenda before it converted 
into introductions, certificates of 
honor and special presentations. 

The daughter of the city’s first 
mayor, Harrison O. Easton, was

City Departments Revamped 


A major reshuffling in city 
departments, which reportedly will 
save taxpayers $1,000 a month, was 
effected last week at City Hall. 

The reorganization realigns de- 
partment groupings and _ also 
increases the salaries of some 
department heads. 

The move also dissolves the 
merger of the old Recreation and 
Parks Department with the city’s 
Maintenance Services. Mainten- 
ance, which has been inflicted with a 
proliferation of lease out service at a 


lesser. cost than City Hall can 
produce, now goes as a complete 
package into a Public Works 
Department which also includes 
engineering. 

The new reorganization announc- 
ed by City Administrator Edwin T. 
Powell, involves the former 
Community Development Depart- 
ment, Recreation and Maintenance 
Services Department, Social Servi- 
ces Division and Commercial-In- 
dustrial Resources Division. The 
latter two offices had previously 


reported directly to Powell. 

The realignment will consolidate 
the above services into three new 
departments. 

One department will be a new 
Recreation and Human_ Services 
Department combining Recreation 
and Social Services. This depart- 
ment will function under former 
Recreation Superintendent Jim 
Soto. 

Soto will receive a 5.4 per cent 
increase in salary to an approximate

Fire Costs To Increase

Placentia’s future fire service 
costs advanced last week if the city 
council decides to continue affilia- 
tion with Orange County. 

Deputy Chief of Orange County 
Fire Service Barritt Neal reported 
that the California State Division of 
Forestry, with which Orange County 
is affiliated, has come to an 
agreement with state officials 
lowering hours of fire personnel to a 
72 hour week. 

Firemen on duty in the city now 
work an 84-hour week. 

The new agreement will lower the 
hours without lowering the pay, 
Neal outlined. 

Cost to Placentia for another 
year’s fire service, if city council so 
decides will. now be increased from a 
possible low of $664,047 to $759,329, 
a $958,282 jump. 

Also affecting the price tag will be 
whether or not firemen are granted 
an additional wage increase within 
the next fiscal year, Neal explained. 
Considering ine possibility that the 
increase granted might be as much 
as 7% per cent, Placentia’s fire 
services bill then could run from a 
possible $759,329 to as high as 
$813,743. 

The current annual cost for fire 
services is $642,753, making 
possible a $170,990 increase for the 
year. 

Decision on the contract is 
expected to be made by the city 


Resurfacing

A street resurfacing project, now 
in progress will continue through the 
first segment of Christmas School 
vacation and almost to Christmas 
Eve, it was outlined this week by city 
staff. 

Affected in the plan, toward 
Christmas Day, will be some of the 
city’s major thoroughfares. 

The slurry seal project, which 
necessitates keeping traffic, people 
and water off the roadways while the 
work is in progress and until it dries, 
is expected to be completed within a 
three week period.

Placentia which is still holding 


equipment, contacted with county 
fire service after months of intense 
unrest and union action in the local 
fire department. At one time 
Placentia instituted a 40 hours work 
week bitterly fought by local fire 
personnel. 

A final decision has not been 
made by the council as to whether to 
totally abandon the local fire 
department concept and _ stay 
indefinitely with the county. The 
decision anticipated at the council’s 
next session is expected to deal with 
that aspect. 

The $759,329 figure at the low 
point of the proposed contract scale 
would mean that firemen would 
receive no pay increase at all in July. 
County officials anticipate some- 
thing between the zero raise and the 
maximum 7% per cent they have 
calculated in the scale.

A seven-tenths of a mile, 
straight, downgrade speed- 
way in front of Morse 
Avenue Elementary School 
was described by area 
residents before the Placen- 
tia City Council at a recent 
meeting.

Selecting, Caring for 
Christmas Tree 


To help you select a 
Christmas tree, either one 
in a tree farm or one already 
cut, Dean Donaldson, Coop- 
erative Extension environ- 
mental horticulturist at the 
University of California, 
offers these suggestions. 

Decide what size tree you 
want and where you want to 
place it in your home before 
selecting a tree. Since it 
makes a difference as to the 
symmetry of the tree you 
will choose, keep in mind 
whether the tree will be 
seen from all sides or 
whether it will be against a 
wall or in a_ corner. 
Donaldson says the tree 
should not be located near a 
heater, fireplace or blocking 
an exit. 

He advises choosing a cut 
tree as fresh as possible. 
Test it to see if the needles 
fall off--run your finger 
down a branch and shake or 
bounce the tree gently. If 


only a few. needles drop off 
and the tree has a strong 
fragrance and a good green 
color, the tree is fresh 
enough to last through the 
holiday season if given the 
proper care. 


No matter where you get 


your tree, choose one in 
which limbs are fairly 
evenly spaced and strong 


enough to support lights 
and ornaments.

Recut the stump by

to Knoop’s Job 


Former Angels’ catcher 
Bob Rodgers will manage 
the club’s El Pasc team 
(Class AA) in the Texas 
League for 1977, announced 
Angels’ minor league direc- 
tor Tom Sommers. 

Rodgers replaces former 
teammate Bobby Knoop, 
who has accepted a 
coaching position with the 
Chicago White Sox. 

Rodgers and wife Judy 
and their three children live 
in Yorba Linda, as does 
Knoop and his family. 

The appointment marks 
Rodgers’ second return to 
the Angels’ organization. 
After serving for five years 
(1970-74) as a coach for the 
Minnesota Twins, Rodgers 
began his managerial car- 
eer with the Angels’ Salinas 
club (Class A) in 1975. 


He departed last season 
to serve as pitching coach 
for the San Francisco Giants 
under manager Bill Rigney. 

Rodgers, 38, played nine 
seasons with the Angels 
after being acquired in the 
1961 expansion draft from 
the Detroit farm system.

But word leaked out. Ron, with 
much of the skin of his body burned 
off, craved ice, liquids, especially 
cold liquids. The family had no 
refrigerator. 

That is before the St. Vincent de 
Paul chapter of St. Joseph's Catholic 
Church, Placentia heard about the 
need. They acquired a refrigerator 
and had it in the apartment that 


same night. 
The Placentia Social Services 
Department, informed of the 


family’s plight, provided $20 from 
an emergency fund. Ron _ had 
requested the use of a wheel chair so 
that he could get up from bed and off 
of the sorely painful areas of his 
body. 

Mrs. Rosa Garcia, president of 
Lend-A-Hand produced a_ wheel 
chair and another $20 from the 
organization’s small monetary 
resources. 

As word spread by grapevine and 
by telephone, Placentia Rotarians 


Will Waite, (a vice principal at 
Valencia High School,) Chuck 
Barranco, Rotary president and 


manager of the North Placentia 
branch of Bank of America and other 
Rotary members voted $200 to help 
defray the mounting medical 
expenses and $20 for household 
needs. 

The city’s Social Services helped 
Rodriguez complete a rent subsidy 
form which would give the family 
larger quarters at a _ smaller 
percentage of their income.

Ron Rodriguez, asked what 
he needed more than anything else 
answered ‘‘more than one pair of 


pants to’come home to’’ from the 
hospital. 
The Placentia Redevelopment 


Association voted a $50 fund marked 
‘“‘clothing.’’ The Valencia Youth 
Athletic Association, took $50 from 
their meager fund raiser funds to 
cover some of the food costs. 

The Golden Crowns, a girls group 
from the La Jolia section of Placentia 
voted to provide some badly needed 
sheets. 

Unfortunately that did not cover 
all of the problems. There is still 
Christmas arriving quickly. There 
are the daily expenses of necessary 
living. And before enough Santa 
Clauses could assemble to solve all 
of these problems, disaster struck 
again. 

This time fate was kinder. No one 
was killed or injured. But a traffic 
accident involved the family’s 
yellow 1954 pickup truck, the one in 
which Ron has been riding, his body 
almost completely swathed in 
bandages, lying stretched out in the 
open truck bed. The truck was 
completely incapacitated. 

Santa Lee Castner (Castner’s 
Garage, Placentia) spent a day off to 
take a look at the truck. It required 


equipment for repairing outside his 
line of services. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wendell Solesbee, 
Yorba Linda, owners of Solesbee 
Auto Crafts, said on their way to 
church Sunday they would take a 
look at the incapacitated vehicle and 
see what can be done. 

Alpha Center also said this week 
that they will be assisting with some 
boxes of food staples and would like 
to have clothing sizes to see if they 
can service this need. 


It’s beginning to look more like 
Christmas all the time. And 
speaking of that special day, the 
Social Services Department said that 
city of Placentia employees had 
decided to select the Rodriguez 
family for their Christmas family 
this year. 

That means Christmas dinner and 
other special things. 

There will still be some problems. 
There is rent to be met. Food to 
provide. Gasoline to purchase. 
Utilities to be paid. 

Ron after his current siege of 
surgery will need someone to stay 
with him to see that he has essential 
liquids and food and to allow Dad to 
hold his job. 

There are still ordinary and extra- 
ordinary expenses to be considered.
